pny current expenses.

disgraceful, and if tho people of Providonco 
submit quietly and hr.ve their property 
mortgaged by men incompetent to manngo 
nffnira, they deserve the fate that awaits 
thorn.—[Boston Journal.

Ho waa quick of spoech, had a peculiar voice, 
and would attract tho attention of a jury, 
not so much by the delivery, ns by tho way 
hohndin$m7/»pi'tt#his eyes, (if I may use 
tho expression') drawing a eniilo from any 
on« looking at him.

Do not get confused ; admit no one to 


your house except flromen, policemen or 
neighbors. 


If a lady's or child's dress takes fire, en- 


deavor to roll tho person up in a rug, carpet 
or any picco of woolen stulf. 


Keep all doors and windows closed until 


tho firemen arrive. 


Alwayskoep in your bedroom a picco of 


rope BTifficioBtly long to reach tho sidewalk 
in case you cannot make your exit by the 
stairway. 


If you cannot moke your way from a 


building by the stairway, endeavor to get in 
n front room.and bo careful to keep all doors 
shut behind you, lor smoke will follow a 
draft, and flames tho smoko. If smoko en- 
ters tho room and it is difficult to stand 
erect, get your mouth as closo to tho floor 
as possible, and breathe easy, ns there is 
always a fresh current of air near tho floor. 
A wot cloth over the mouth will greatly aid 
breathing.

Tun EFFECT OF Liairiwsa ox TIIEKS.— 


Tho theory that tho splitting of the truuku 
of trcos by lightuiug is tho result of the 
Budtlou oYiiponitiou of tho liquids contained 
within them has received much confirma- 
tion from experiments inado by Osborn Rey- 
nolds, who succeeded in splitting small 
uticks of wood by passing tho electric spark 
through thorn, after they had been im- 
pregnated with •,7<itor. 
Ho also burst small 


glass tubes, which wcvo filled with water, 
although the mime tubes, 
when empty, 


allowed the electric spark to jump through 
them without in tho least disturbing them. 
Tho most striking experiment made by him 
wtw upon a tube three-eighths of an inch 
oitorior and Olio-eighth interior diameter, 
which could stand a pressure of at least :!OI> 
atmospheres to the square inch; this tube 
was fourteen inches long, find bent nt a 
right angle. 
A very largo electric flash 


being sent through the tube, it was split by 
tho first discharge aud pieces thrown to a 
distance of several foot. 
Tho inner surface 


of tho tubo was, in fact, eompletalj pulver- 
ized, as though it had been struck by a 
hammer. 
Reynolds estimates that the pres- 


sure must have been more than 1000 atmos- 
pheres. 


PUBE Aia AND LicuExa. 
A Paris paper 


says that a curious fact has been lately point- 
ed out to the French Institute by M. Cosson, 
a botanical member of that learned body, 
namely, that lichens require for thoir devel- 
opment very purq air. 
Ha considers, indeed, 


that they are very delicate natural tests of 
the purity of the atmosphere. In Paris no 
lichens aro found in the Garden of the Tuile- 
ries, whilst they are found in that of tho 
Luxembourg. 
Wo ought thence to conclude, 


with II. Cossou, that the quarter in which 
this hitter garden is situated is a more heal- 
thy residence than the neighborhood of the 
Tuilerios. 
The Gardeners' Chronicle, 
com- 


menting on this notion, suggests that the 
humidity of the air, us well as its purity, is 
ono of tho conditions of the development of 
lickcns. 
From what wo know of Paris, how- 


ever, wo do not see why tho air in tho Lux- 
embourg garden should bo moi«*^r than in 
Ihat of the Tuilories. The former is on 
higher ground, and is also at ft considerable 
distance from tho Seine, which flows cloao 
beside the latter.
